PERMIT FOR ROAD 


It was announced Tuesday morning 


that the permit for construction of a 
rail ilne frony San Francisco to con- 
nect with the transcontinental line at 
Niles had been granted the Destern 
Pacific by the interstate commerce com 
mission. This assures the peninsula 
and the 


Western Pacific an all rail entrance 


its second intersate line, 


into San Francisco. 

The granting by the Interastate 
Commerce Commission of this permit 
marks the end of a two year fight by 
the Western Pacific to secure an all 
rail entrance to San Francisco, and 
of the Southern Pacific to prevevnt the 
granting of the permit, and ‘to main- 
tain the monopoly of the peninsula 
hauling which it has enjoyed for the 
last sixty years. 

It is estimated that the peninsula 
line of the rail road will represent an 
expenditure of about $8,000,000.

fire. The finger was cut to the bone, 
but he did not discover the wound un- 
til afer the fire. 

Firemen Ernest Carter Jack 
Tuttle Jr., were cut about the face and 
hands with glas. 

The fire, starting in the second story, 
had burning some time be- 
fore discovered by Dr. Howard, accord- 
ing to Fire Chief Whitaker, who direct- 
ed the fight. It burst through the roof 
and soon spread through the twenty- 
room building. 

Firemen were joined by society lead- 
ers, captained by Mrs. Charles Merrill, 
in saving practically all of the objects 
of Dr. Howard’s valuable collection of 
Oriental art and furnishings. 

Damage was estimated at more than 
$30,000, covered by insurance. Chief 
Whitaker is making an investigation 
into the cause of the fire.
